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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As discussed in the non-final rejection dated 04/14/09, Examiner noted the 
unexpected results of enhanced paracellular permeability at tight junctions in the blood- 
brain barrier and intestinal epithelium when using the limited genus of compounds 
instantly disclosed, in comparison to the larger genus disclosed in the prior art, 
specifically noting the results present by Applicants at pg 36, Table 2 of the instant 
specification.
